New York, Feb. 5.—Hold- 
ings of new passenger cars 
by retail automobile dealers 
in the United States approx- 
imated 178,000 as of Feb- 
ruary 1, according to a com- 
pilation based on all the avail- | 
able statistics on production, 


sales and exports. 

This estimated total compares 
with estimated new car inventories 
of 163,100 as of January 1, 151,300 
as of December~1 and 278,000 on 
February 1, 1931. The increase as of 
February 1 over the _ preceding 
month was 9.1 per cent., while the 
decrease from February 1, 1931, was 
$4 per cent. The December and 
January figures represent revisions. 

Holdings of new cars by dealers, 
on the basis of the foregoing esti- 
mates, have declined 62.8 per cent. 
from February 1, 1930, when the in- 
ventories were estimated at 479,200. 
The clearing away from the over- 
stocking of 1929 had hardly begun 
at that date. 

An upturn in dealer car stocks 
occurred in December after a steady 
decline from June 1, when the esti- 
mated total was 307,500. There was 
a drop of around 299,700 during 
June and a further decline to 273,-

Prob- 
ably she also uses it to carry the children to school. In the 
afternoon the lady probably drives to the country club. On) 
the rare occasions when the earnest father can tear himself 
away from his littered desk, he uses the car to take him to 
the golf club for some healthful exercise. At night the family 
piles into the car for a dance at the country club, if the) 
children have not already commandeered the vehicle for) 
their own more important uses.
